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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

Applicant has amended the claims and the newly amended claims require further consideration and/or a new search. Claims 1 and 28 
have been amended by deletion of step c which is an alternative step to step d and thus the scope of the claims has been narrowed. 
Applicant has also deleted the limitation of "subsequent desalting" in claim 4 for step b of claim 1 thus narrowing the scope of this claim. 
Applicant asserts that this desalting is now in step c of the newly amended claim 1 and thus would be redundant to restate it in claim 4. 
However, the desalting step in claim 4 refered to claim 1 step b and not claim 1 step c. Thus this amendment requires at least further 
consideration. 

Applicant then argues that Berglund et al. do not teach the newly amended claim limitations. This would require further consideration to 
determine and even if so, a new search would need to be conducted in view of the claim amendments The teachings of Berglund et al. or 
any other prior art would now be limited to just the one step of the former two steps, the one step in amended claims 1 and 28 having been 
chosen by Applicant. The claim amendments would overcome the teachings of Berglund et al. or any other prior art as being applied to 
deleted step d of claim 1 and 28.
